HEIDKtBBBQ.Siipt 12, 1871 


We left Hamburg Wednesday after-

Wo wets ioitunato enough to have a 


coach by ourselves, and bad a delightful 
time. The country u beautiful—every 
portion highly cultivated—little villages 
seein hardly a mile apart. Even the 
•woods are kept perfectly clean and look 
like beautiful lawns. And how funny 
these little villages look—just like the pic- 
:ures one sees—aa antiquated and ancient 
as one can possibly imagine. We arrived 
.n Berlin between half-past ten and eleven 
—and, by tho way, we have twilight until 
about half-past nine,—and went to the 
'Hotel de Roner." Our rooms were very 
me, bnt fare horrible. For parlor and 
throe bod-rooms T 50 thalers per day, but 
tho fees here are ioarful. No carpets on 
;he floors—only now and 'then a rug. 
Beds all single 
Everything very rich but 


ancient. 


Thursday morning started out eight- 


seeing and as wo were to be there only a 
day, had something to do. The royalty 
all live here within two or three blocks oi 
our hotel. We first visited the royal pal- 
aca. Tho king, however, does not live 
here; it in only used on state occasions. 
There aro 700 rooms in the palace, and of 
course we could only visit a very few of 
them. Tbe stairs arc not stairs at all, but 
very much like an inclined plane. The boya 
were obliged to put on felt slippers, as the 
Uoors are of inlaid wood and very highly 
rohshed. The first zoom we entered was 
mished in, cnmsoa, and some dark wood 
and crimson, satin—tbe next was a little 
nicer, and so on for three or four room?. 
Within all of them were pictures of kingr, 
queens and princes of long ago. Then we 
entered a room finished in solid silver— 
chair?, tables, fire-places, immense candle- 
sticks higher than a man—all eolid silver. 
The next was the Ihrone room. The 
chairs 
for 
the 
king 
aud 
queen, 


under a canopy of ontnson and gold, 
were alao of crimson and silver, m etiapo 
\ ery much like a camp chair. The music- 
utand or gallery near the ceiling win of 
oolid silver, magnificently carved. Oppo- 
site the throne -was a table ot B°'Q> with 
solid service which had been presented to 
tbo king—tho punch-bowl would hold 
about a hogshead, tbe soup turrcea a bar- 
rel of soup, plates, platters, &o., to corres- 
pond—,raa fixtures and wall trimmings all 
.,'oid. Chandeliers of crystals and gold. 
Alitrora arranged each eidoof the window, 
ao that persons m the room can see a mile 
troni the palace. Tbo next room or hall 
tied a gallery about it, and an elegant 
chandelier of crystals presented by the 
Kmperor ol Russia. We then entered 
the picture gallery. 
From there to the 


chapel, this is filled with paintings of his- 
torical, biblical and mythological charac- 
ters. The columns in tho chapel ara of 
murble brought from Pompeii, the floor 
and certeia parts of the 
wall 
aro 


granite, the cross in 
tbo pulpit is 


of gold and precious stones—I think it is 
about as tall as I am—it was presented by 
the 
viceroy 
of 
Ejypt, and 
is 


paid to be tho most costly ia the world 
Wo went from there to the mucoum, 
which with every thing of interest—spent 
nbout two hours in tbe aquarium, which 
is very fine, and so fitted up that one im- 
agines bo 13 in a cave. I feel all the time 
that I am convoying no idea of tbe magni- 
ficence und beauty of things—yoa must 
see them to know what they are. In tbo 
first room of the museum, on each side,are 
snoket, lizards and frogs of all descrip- 
tions. At the cud of that room, which is 
about fifty feet long, is an immense cage 
filled with all sorts of birds. This extends 
from the second floor into tha collar, aud 
is lined on every side except tho tho front 
by rocks in different strata, as it is in the 
ground, and tbe water runs in from tbe 
top and dripa down the recks, so that it 
looks exactly liko a scene in tbe forest, 
and is of different degrees of temperature 
—being cooler as you go down—so that 
tropical birds may and do live and thrice m 
tho upper parts, and birds from colder cli- 
mates live in the lower parts. Turning to 
tho right you enter a room where there 
is an immense bird cage nearly filling a 
room thirty feet squire, filled with small 
birda of all descriptions. After going 
through the museum, f»e went to Char- 
lottenberg, three or four miles from the 
hotel, to visit the palace built by Freder- 
ick I, ths residence of the present queen- 
mother, but where the father of Frederick 
tie Groat once lived. We were in good 
time to visit a great many of the private 
rooms, as the quoen is now away. Every- 
thing about ii, is very rich end elegant, 
but so ancient—one hundred years old— 
just think of it. It is impossible to de- 
scribe it all, aa wo went through quite. 
hurriedly. Nearly every room is carpet- 
ed, wbioh is unusual; the walls of many 
of them fating in tapcs'.ry 106 years old. 
Tho bed of Frederick I, hia private rooms, 
the pictures of royalty, &a, went into the 
Doric temple, where are buried Qaetn 
Louisa and Frederick William Themonr- 
ments are statuary of tbe king and quoen, 
the finest work of the sculptor Ranca. It 
is too beautiful for any thug. It makes 
one feel very small to see all these things, 
and think how.little wo know. 


Tho exterior of the king's palace in 


Berlin ia a very common-looking, tbree- 
stoty building of stone. We did not go 
inside. Outside and in front is a statno''of 
Frederick the Great on horseback, oast in 
bronrj. It is about forty-five feet high, 
and represents Frederick sitting on horse- 
back with a three-cornered bat on his bead 
and a mantle over his shoulder, with his 
cane hanging on his arm, while at its'baee 
are some of his generals on horseback. It 
is probably one of the finest pieces of 
brocks statuary m the world. A littlo 
below that is the palace of the Crown 
Prince, 
whioh on the exterior is a 


finer looking building than his father's 


Next to tl a', a littlo further down the 


street, 19 tho rojal opera-house—a very 
large building; and has an enormous stage.' 
George says be haa seen between 400 and 
300 men and soldiers, with several pieces 
of artillery and 200 cavalry on it, with a 
large amount of room left 
Immediately 


below tho Royal Opara-bouse are three 
bronze statues—one of Blucher, in the 
centre; the others cf Generals Bulow and 
Scharnhooat. Next below that is the royal 
palace, whioh is very handsome both in- 
side and outs'de. Eich side of the en- 
trance is a bronze statue of a borse and a 
man holding him, and within the court is 
a bronxa statue of St. George and the 
dragon. 


We loft Berlin yesterday morning1; had 


a long and tedious ride of it, «f we did not 
reach Heidelberg until 12 at night. The 
others have gone out shopping and sight-
